Sailing or. Flight permit is the 
common term- for Certificate ^of 
Compliance required of \ resident 
aliens leaving Ihc country by 
ship, plane, or. other, means of 
transportation. U. S. citizens 
leaving the country are not re- 
quired to obtain Sailing or Flight 
Permits for -tax clearance. 

An, alien .who tries to leave the 
United : States without a Sailing 
or'. Flight, Permit will be. subject- 
ed to an income tax examination 
a I the point of departure by an 
IRS employee., He will then be 



required to make out the neces- 
sary income tax: ' returns 'and 
statements and, ordinarily, pay 
any taxes that may be due. 

The departing alien must pro- 
vide the following' information 
and documents to obtain a Cer- 
tificate of Compliance:. 
. A ' passport and visa or Allen

The construction, w o r k e p|, 
strikes a heavy cable a few feet 
below the ground with the blade 
on his tractor . . . ' and within a 
split second a section of the 
community- is temporarily- isolat- 
ed from police, .fire and emer- 
gency service ot all ,kinds and 
destined' to. spend several 'hours 
without telephone service. 

, At the damage site the gnarled 
and twisted mass of wires gives 
mute evidence that throughout 
the community many callers can- 
not reach' friends. and relatives. 
Doubtless these callers arc not 
silent in venting their frustra- 
tion. Illinois Bell .cable splicers 
must go to work, around the clock 
if necessary, to repair the dam- 
age and restore telephone service. 

As temperatures rise so do the 
incidence of cable damage by 
construction crews digging in the 
north suburban area. 

"Last year we had more than 
100 major Incidents of cable dam- 
age in the nefrthefn suburbs", 
notes North Suburban Area Gen-

Removal Of 
Judges From 
Politics Urged 

Three additional organizations 
have endorsed efforts of the Com- 
mittee for Modern Courts to re- 
move state judges from partisan 
'politics. 

The committee is a statewide 
organization seeking to persuade 
the Illinois Constitutional Con- 
vention to provide for a merit 
plan of selecting judges. The con- 
vention is considering the plan 
of the Committee for Modern 
Courts to provide a nominating 
commisssion for each court dist- 
rict. A commission would nomi- 
nate three people for each va- 
cancy and the Governor would 
be required to name to the bench 
one of the three .nominees. Under 
the present stale constitution, a 
candidate , for judge must be 
slated by and run as a member 
of a partisan party. 

New organizations supporting 
efforts of the Committee for Mod- 
ern Courts to remove candidates 
for judgeships from the pressures 
of partisan politics. arc The Lake 
County Crime Commission; City 
Club of Chicago and Illinois So- 
ciely of Certified Public Ac-, 
countants. 

A total of 20 organizations arc 
endorsing the program .of the 
Committee for Modern Courts.

It is estimated th'at.a. total of 
from $50 billion to $70 billion per 
year ; is derived from: underworld 
control of <a> drug traffic, (b) 
illegal gambling, .(c) prostitution, 
(d) loan sharking, and' (e) nu- 
merous forms of labor. and busi- 
ness., racketeering/Indeed, one 
of the most* fearsome develop^ 
meats is the increased control by 
organized' criminals of labor 
unions and various legitimate 
business enterprises. In most 
cities, organized crime dominates 
the fields of juke box and vend- 
ing machine distribution, and in 
some areas racketeers also con- 
trol laUndry- services, liquor and 
beer distribution, night clubs, -and 
other legitimate business activi- 
ties. 

Some months ago, the U. S. 
Senate passed' the Organized 
Crime Control Act of 1969 aimed 
directly at organized crime and 
its network of underworld char- 
acters and activities. Spear- 
headed in the Senate by the vet- 
eran crime fighter— Senator John 
L. McClellan. of Arkansas— the 
measure is now being considered 
by the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee with the expectation 7 , that* it 
will soon come to the Floor of 
tho House of Representatives for 
action. 

This comprehensive legislation 
contains 10 separate titles reach- 
ing from the investigative rights 
of the police and the broad, au- 
thority of the grand "jury to new 
and special types of punishment 
for the syndicate criminal.. 

The new law proposes that 
special grand juries might be 
impaneled in our more - populous 
districts with broad authority to 
designate special prosecutors ajjd 
lb extend jury terms for as long 
as three years. Under such a 
statute, the. grand jury could 
delve into the complicated rami- 
fications of organized criminal 
activities and could investigate 
connections between the syndi- 
cate and public officials. 

Such a "special" ' grand .jury 
.could issue, reports concerning 
non-criminal misconduct includ- 
ing recommendations for removal 
or -other disciplinary action with 
regard to public officers or em- 
ployees.' This port of the new. 
law also would permit appear- 
ances by persons thus charged in 
order that their, defenses or ex* 
planations might - accompany- the 
grand jury's report. ';;•,'' 

Broad provisions with regard 
to witnesses are set forth— in- 
cluding the granting of general 
immunity to witnesses who 
might furnish teslimony'or infor- 
mation used to . prosecute syndi- 
cate criminals. The new law 
would also permit the taking of 
depositions to assure that the 
testimony of witnesses would not 
be lost by threats or violence, a 
common practice by members of 
the syndicate mob to intimidate 
—or even liquidate— witnesses). 

The measure establishes a new 
Federal offense of illegal gambl- 
ing where gross revenues from 
such illegal operations total $2,000 
of more per day. An such cases 
the Federal authorities— includ- 
ing the FBI and Federal courts 
and prosecutors — would have 
jurisdiction.
